Paul R. Presley, a partner in |

placed by Twin City machines. | 

“I talked to Lopiparo and | 
agreed to pay $7 to a case 
for stamps, depending on the | 
size or the case,” Presley testi- 
fied. The witness said he had 
his own stamping device, which | 
he had used previously to affix 
legal city stamps on his cigar- 
ettés, paying the city $10 a case. | 

“I sent 30 cases a week to.

U.N. BEGINS CONSIDERATION 
OF SUEZ CANAL DISPUTE 


Procedular Fight Expected in Security 
Council Over Egypt’s Wording 
of Complaint.

JERUSALEM, Sept. 26 (AP) 
—A punitive raid into Jordan 
by artillery-backed Israeli in- 


fantrymen, the third of its kind 
this month, set off a seven-hour 
battle that ended at dawn to- 
day with heavy casualties on 
each side. 
Israeli spokesmen said 50 
were killed in the 
raid on army and police posi- 
tions. near Husan, six miles 
southwest of Jerusalem. Israel 
acknowledged five of the raid- 
ers were killed and 19 wounded. 


Amman, the e\rab kingdom's 
capital, declared about 100 of 
the Israelis were killed and the 
rest forced to retreat in disor- 
der after blowing up a police 
post and some houses. By their 
account, 31 Jordanian soldiers, 
policemen and national guards- 
men lost their lives as the fight- 
ing raged through attack and 
counter-attack. 


Brigade Strength. 

Jordan said the Israeli attack 
was made in brigade strength, 
meaning perhaps 2000 or more 
infantrymen took part in the 
raid 24% miles inside the armis- 
tice demarcation line. Jor- 
dani had estimated Israeli 
stren in each of the two pre- 
vious attacks this month at 1000 
men. 

Israel’s government grimly 
labeled the raid as a .warning 
against aggression, “an effort 
to bring home to Jordan authri- 
ties their own interests in put- 
ting an end to attacks ag 
Israel citizens and Israel terri- 
tory.” Eix Israelis had been 
killed in border incidents since 
Sunday.

Tells District Directors 
Not to Consider $276. 
328° Settlement as 
Precedent.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26— 
The Internal Revenue Service 
has notified its 64 district di- 
rectors throughout the country 
that dt continues to disagree 
with a United States Tax Court 
decision in a $623,267 income 
tax claim against Fred M. Saigh 
of St. Louis, the: Post-Dispatch 
learned today. 


The court upheld last April 
26 a stipulation under which 
Saigh, former owner of the St. 
Louis Cardinals, settled the 
$623,267 claim for $276,328. The 
Government had sought to set 
aside the stipulation, alleging 
that Saigh had filed a false and 
fraudulent affidavit. 

One effect of the confidential 
memorandum, sent to the field 
offices setting forth the Intern- 
al Revenue Service’s continued 
opposition to the decision, is to 
put the district directors on 
notice to consider the ruling in 
the Saigh case as a precedent 
in similar cases. 

However, the notification has 
no legal effect on the standing | 
in the Saigh matter, since the 
Covernment did not file an ap- 
peal from the Tax Court’s rul- 
i 


In upholding the stipulation, 
the Tax Court said it was satis- 
fied the Revenue Service made 
its own investigation, rather 
than relying solely on Saigh’s 
a‘fidavit. 

The affidavit related to a 
$350,000 note given to the late 
Sam Breadon, owner of the 
Cardinals, when Saigh and the 
late Robert E, Hannegan of St. | 
Louis bought the baseball club | 
in 1947. Saigh later sold the | 
Cardinals to Anheuser-Busch | 
Inc. | 

The Tax Court ruling, which | 
closed that phase of Saigh’s in- | 
come tax troubles, meant that 
he had to pay only the smaller 
amount in full settlement. 

However, Saigh, his wife and 
five St. Louis associates still 
face claims for alleged income

Other farmers have told me, 
Rain just about drowned out 
one patch, so I put those acres 
into the program,” or, “The hail 
hit my oats so'bad I ploughed 
those acres down,“ or “My hus- 
band has been sick. There was 
one field he couldn’t have culti- 
vated anyway, so we put that 
into the soil bank.

None of the farmers to whom 
I talked had received soil-bank 
checks yet—October will be the 
big payment month — but I 
found relatively few whose vot- 
ing seems to have been changed 
by the program.

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A Model Army Unit of Fame 

In reorganizing the famous 10lst Airborne 
Division of World War II days, the Army has 
taken its longest step yet toward creating the 
prototype of a unit that will be able to play a 
part in conventional or in nuclear wars. 

The unit is far different from the paratroop 
division that Gen, Maxwell D. Taylor, now Army 
Chief of Staff, led into Normandy on D-Day. In- 
stead of the familiar “triangular” division of 
17,300 men divided into three regiments of three 
battalions each, the 10lst now consists of only 
11,500 divided into five “combat groups” of five 
rifle companies each. Tanks, antiaircraft guns 
and most ef the heavy equipment and supplies 
have been dispensed with and practically every- 
thing up to and including three-quarter ton 
trucks can be airdropped. It would seem this 
new unit has the ability te disperse quickly 
which is at a premium in atomic warfare. 

The division is still lacking much newly de- 
signed equipment which the Pentagon has been 
talking about for months—rockets to replace the 
Honest John, all-purpose machineguns and weap- 
ons still om the secre} list.

One difficnity about the personal property tax 
is that it is collected on a fee basis in third and 
fourth class counties. So theff collectors have a 
vested interest in keeping it on the books. But. 
such tax-farming itself is an unsound practice. 
Surely the interest of a few collectors should 
not outweigh the tribulation of most of the 
takpayers. 
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Inflation Is a World Issue 


Inflationary tendencies are just one item in 
the American political campaign, but inflation is 
the overwhelming consideration for many other 
free nations. Secretary of the Treasury George 
M. Humphrey has told World Bank officials in 
Washington that inflation is in fact a free world 
problem. 

Examples exist in our own hemisphere. Infla- 
tion was the chief issue in Brazil's presidential 
election a year ago. It remains the main prob- 
lem of the Arambaru Government in Argentina, 
which has had to sell gold reserves and negotiate 
loans to pay for recovery and progress. It is a 
constant concern for Mexico as that neighbor 
forges ahead industrially. 

Secretary Humphrey sald that inflation “is at- 
tractive enly to these unwise politicians and 
others who are willing to sacrifice long-term 
good for unreal immediate gains.” That has been 
true In some countries. But inflation also seems 
to be the inevitable companion of swift economic 
progress in | loped nations.

Bargaining, Not Politics 
THE RISE OF THE NATIONAL TRADE UNION, by 
Lieyd Uiman.

Prof. Ulman’s study of the 
emergence and development of the na- 
tional trade union presents new evi- 
dence and analysis to challenge some 
long-standing conclusions about the rea- 
sons for this result—America’s unique 
brand of “business unionism.” 

However, this is not his main objec- 
tive. Prof, Ulman’s primary concern is 
to determine why the American labor 


movement, unlike its European ances- 
tors, made the national union its domi- 
nant institution, leaving the federations 
(AFL, CIO) to perform weaker roles. 
To trace the market and bargaining fac- 
tors which shifted power from local 
unions to national organizations, he has 
supplemented the more familiar labor 
history materials with a painstaking ex- 
amination of the history of five national 
unions and with evidence from early 
hearings before the U.S. Commission- 
ers of Labor.

Why did American workers choose 
collective bargaining rather than a pe- 
litical labor movement? Prof. Ulman 
partially rejects the long-standing views 
that it was because workers were pessi- 
mistic about economic opportunity or 
that it was a consequence of expanding 
markets. 


Instead, he offers the thesis that the 
link between the union’s economic en- 
vironment and its emphasis upon bread- 
and-butter issues lies in the fact that 
there was little incentive to radical po- 
litical activity; that business unionism—

The only changes from 
last year’s regulations are the 
any deer” ruling for Johnson 
county, near Kansas City, and 
a “bucks only” season in Lewis 

and Clark counties. 

Big-game hunting with bow 
and arrow in Missouri lags far 
behind many other states but it 
rapidly is becoming a major 
sport. Last year some 1500 bow- 
men (and women) bought arch- 
ery permits:and 37 whitetails 
were bagged. This was a record 
in number of nimrods as well 
as a record in deer taken. 

Michigan expects 40,000 bow 
and arrow hunters this year for 
the season beginning Oct. 1 and 
ending Nov. 5. Wisconsin will 
have two archery seasons. The 
limit will be one deer regard- 
less of age or sex, and 25,000 
archers likely will fan out in 
the dense north woods in search 
of the elusive animals. Wiscon- 
sin’s statewide season started 
Sept. 22 and will end Nov. 11. 
In the southern tier of. counties 
the second season will begin 
Dec. 15 and end Jan. 13. Last 
year 1130 deer were harvested 
in Wisconsin. 

Gun and Archery Overlap. 


In Missouri, deer tags will TL® 


be $5 for either the gun or 
archery season. Archers who do 
not take a deer with a bow and 
arrow may purchase a tag for 
the gun season but only one 
deer may be taken by any one 
person, There will be a two- 
day overlap of the archery sea- 
son into the gun season, which 
will be Oct. 30 through Nov. 3. 
It is estimated by the Missouri 
Conservation Commission that 
2,000 or more archers will take 
to the fields and woods and 
the kill will be in excess of 50 
bucks and does.

Lawyer Whom He Psi

IFE sometimes takes strange 
[ turns, a white-haired, seri- 

ous-faced Melvyn Douglas 
mused as he sipped his late- 
morning breakfast orange 
juice. Back some years ago he 
met Clarence Darrow and with- 
in an hour the famed criminal 
lawyer had become one of his 
heroes, And none in that crowd 
of 70 or 80 with young Doug- 
las that night could have 
guessed that someday he would 
bring the spirit of Darrow back 
to life before the footlights. 


That kind of prediction, in 
fact, would have taken a more 
than usually sharp crystal ball 
because at the time Douglas 
wasn’t nearly as serious about 
acting as he is today. He had 
had a taste of it, and the taste 
was sweet, but still in the fu- 
ture were the Broadway and 
Hollywood appearances that 
were to lead him into what he 
feels is one of. his meatiest 
roles, that of Darrow’s proto- 
type in “Inherit the Wind,” 
being presented this week 
through Saturday at Kiel Aud- 
itorium Opera House. 


Before Douglas reached the 
top, there were days of reading 
gas meters, selling encycloped- 
ias, running elevators, even try- 
ing to be a newspaper man— 
until he slept through an im- 
portant story and got fired.

with Samuel Goldwyn but at 
the end of eight months he 
couldn’t stand it any longer.

Filling Boilers. k 
F your home is heated by « 
boiler—either steam or hot 


tion. If there isn’t enough water 
in the boiler or system,” you 
won't get very good pees 
ance this winter. 

A hot water system nuit be 
completely filled with water. As 
water is added to the boiler it 
is necessary to open the air 
valves on the radiators so that 
the air in them can escape and 
leave room for the water. Start 
with the radiator nearest to the 
boiler and when water starts to 
squirt out of the air valve, close 
the valve and go onto the next 
radiator. 

In older systems there is a 
hand valve on the feed line to 


the boiler which is opened to 
allow water to get into the sys- 
tem. With more modern equip- 
ment the valve is automatic and 
feeds water in as soon as the 
air in the system is removed. 
In some hot water systems 
there is an expansion tank 
above the highest radiator and 
this should be kept about one 
third full. 


In a steam system only the 
boiler should contain water, not 
the radiators and connecting 
pipes. It’s best if you can keep 
the water level in the boiler at 
the point recommended by the 
manufacturer, but if you don’t 
have this intormation and can’t 
get it then have the water at 
the center of the water gage 
glass on the boiler. 

Never add water to a boiler 
when the boiler is hot because 


the sudden shock of the cold 
water on the hot surfaces may 
do some damage. 


Warm air furnaces, of course, 
don’t require water except if 
they are the older types with a 
humidifier pan to which water 
must be added by hand,

They must be enthuiastic over the flavor of the souffle. 
They must insist that they actually prefer the croquettes 
falling apart, and that they would not have noticed the 
curdling had it not been brought to their attention. Not 
content with one helping, they must demand a second, no 
matter how hard it may be to get it down. They must 
shout their disapproval when the cook declares that never 
again will she undertake a fancy dish but will stick to 
boiled potatoes and other simple things that cannot fail. 


Nothing is better than a food failure to bring out 
loyalty. Even while friends and family are wondering if 
there are any soda tablets around they will protest that the 
lady of the house is a wonderful cook.
